1. FONDEPT ASIA PACIFIC DEPUTY AKOSAH DEC 23, WHO HAD NOT 
YET RECEIVED REPORT OF DEC 22 DEMARCHE (REFTEL), TOLD 
POLCOUNS THAT SEVERAL WEEKS AGO INDONESIA HAD RECEIVED 
INFORMAL REQUEST FROM LAO GOVERNMENT TO ATTEMPT PERSUADE 
THAI GOVERNMENT TO ADOPT FRIENDLIER ATTITUDE TOWARDS LAOS. 
AT ALMOST SAME TIME, SAID AKOSAH (WHO READ FROM INCOMING 
CABLES.) THAI GOVERNMENT MADE SIMILAR REQUEST THAT GOI 
ATTEMPT TO PERSUADE LAO GOVERNMENT TO ADOPT MORE 
ACCOMODATING STANCE IN RELATIONS WITH THAILAND.
